AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. 


Report of the Congressional Commit- 
tee on the Condition and Manage- 
ment of Colleges HReceiving Gevernme- 
ment Aid. 

Wasninatox, D. C., Jan. 28.— Tho report of the 
Committee on Education and Labor on the eon- 
dition and management of the agricultural and 
other colleges, which have received grants from 
the United States, under the act of July 2, 1862, 
has just been printed. They say that one of the 
first things which arrests the attention is the 
great diversity in the sums received, from 414 
cents per acre, the exceptionally low price for 
which Rhode Island sald ‘its scnmp, to 
$5.62 per acre, the amount received for 
& portion ‘of its lands by Minneso- 
ta. This remarkable inequality has been 
the occasion of much comment and of some un- 
friendly criticism, The following are the States 
which have received noticeably large prices for 
their lands: Minnesota, $5.62 per acre; Cali- 
fornia, $5; Michigan, $3.25; Iowa, $2.27; Mis- 
souri, $1.84: Wisconsin, $1.25. As regards the 
States which received only land scrip, the price 
for which this was sold ranged from 414% cents 
per acre in the case of Rhode Island, to 95 cents 
per acre in the case of Virginia; between these 
extremes two States sold for 50 cents, seven for 
prices between 50 cents and 60 cents, one for 60 
ceuts, three for prices between 60 cents and 70 
cents, two for prices between 70 cents and 80 
cents, three for prices between 80 cents and 90 
cents, four for 90 cents, and two for prices be- 
tween 9 cents and $1. 

The relative time of sale was the question of 
importance. It will be found a8 6 general rule 
that the States which sold their scrip in the later 
period got better prices than those which sold 
earlier. Those States which first put their ecrip 
upon the market not only felt the disadvantage 
* all the restrictions upon the loration of lands 
imposed by the set of July 2, 1862, and that of 
July 27, 1868; but as their scrip was placed in 
the hands of brokers who were competitors for 
the favor of the public, the result was thas the 
market was oveistocked, and prices were kept 
unreasonably low. Ai a later period, and largely 
through the energetic management of one of 
the ablest men aud truest friends of education 
which this generation has produded‘—the 
late Ezra Cortell,—the eale of scrip 
was Brought under the control of a single 
svetem of agoncies, chars terized by unity. 
method, prudence, and sagacity. The valve of 
the scrip was thus enhaneed, and buadreds of 
thousands of dollars were saved for the educa- 
tion of the people. The Southern States did 
not receive their ecrip until some time after the 
close of the war. ‘ibe deley brought forward 
their negotiations for sale at a time when prices 
had advanced, with the siugie exception of Dela- 
ware. The States which received the largest 
gums for their sc:io were io their order, Virginia, 
Tennessee, Alabam Georgia, Mbsi-sippi, 
Arkansas, Texas, and ana. On the shole 
while uvjustifiable transactions perhaps ocenrred 
in a few cases in connection with the sale of land 
scrip, the Committee are of the opinion that the 
causes above set forth are sufficient to account 
for most of the uufortunate sales which took 
place. 

The report shows that Alabama, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and Teuneseee bave en- 
dangered the safety of tueir fund by the mode 
of investment. The management of the trust in 
North and South Carolina has been frepreben- 
sible. The colleges generally are free of debt 
and in a promisiug condition. In a few States 
no provision has yet been made for the estab- 
lishment of such institutions. In several other 
States, although the necessary legislation has 
been evacted, no has been made vith 
organi Ina larger number the organiza- 
tion bas but recently been effected, and only six 
institutions 8 ashbaving been com- 
menced prior to 1865. The number ef students in 
attendance upon these schools isalre between 
3,000 and 4,000, and they have furnished more 
than 1,600 graduates to the active occupations of 
life. They are generally gathe about them- 
selves material appliances in the of farm 
stock, workshops, machinery, books, and appar- 
atus. More than 200 teachers are én in 
the work of instruction. There is ence of 
an honest purpose to make the studies pursued 
such in variety, mm extent, and in valte as shell 
meet the requirements the law to which they 
are indebted for their endowment.

Machine and Carpenter Shops---Chem- 
istry, Architecture, and 
Printing. 


To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuamraion, III., Jan. 28.—Having been 
furnished with a programme of the work 
laid out for tho Agricultural Dcpartment, per- 
haps you will lend your columns for a short ac- 
count of what bas been done, and that it is in- 
tended shall be done, in the Department of Mo- 
chanics,—the Machine and Carpenter Shops. 

The object of these shops is to make good 
mechanicsin both iron and wood, by teaching, at 
one and the same time, the practical and scien- 
tific side of these two, and other related trades 
and eailings, 

THS IRON OR MACHINE SHOP 

contains benches and tools for ten students, and 
is furnished with an improved 16-horse-power 
steam engine made ia the shop, two power and 
two hand lathes, one planer, a blacksmich-forge, 
and a small furnace for casting brass, in which 
are forged or cast most of the rough forms fin- 
ished in this shop. There is also « large aud 
convenient Pattern Shop, in which the work 
done is by no means contined to the shops. 

A part of the ferve of the shop, wholly stu- 
Cents except the foreman, is now engaged on 2 
machine of rather costly aad difficule construc- 
tion,—a thermometer scale graduator,—the price 
ef which, when finiehed, will be 6350. The in- 
stitution bas the monopoly of the maa ufacture 
of this machine, of which ten have already been 
made and sold, and negotiations are pending for 
the construction of as many more.

also one gig, one splitting, and one cutting-ot 
saw, lathe, etc., ete. 

Tool-cases for educational classes are furnished 
gratuituously in data sheps,—tie student giving 
a receipt to insure careful bandliug and a full re- 
turn ie good order. But the bolders of these 
cases are not paid for their labor. 

Among the items for jobs done in the Carpen- 
ter Shoo during the ies: nine months, is one of 
$1,000 for cabinet-work for the new College, and 
two others, of a like character, amouuting to 
$540. In addition to doing jobting and repairs 
to meet the wants of the town and country, the 
Carpenter Shop does all the work of keepiug the

It has been known 
that this lady is trying, at Oyfarthfa Castle, of 
which she is the wealthy mistress, the experi- 
ment of employing gentlewomen as domestic 
servants. It is to this experiment that the 
forthcoming pamphlet relates, and a proof-copy 
of it, which I have before me, sbows that Mrs, 
Crawehay has not only the benevolence to de- 
sign a good work, but the executive ability to 
direct it, and the literary art to represent i. to 
the public simply and satisfactorily. ‘The facts 
which influenced Mrs. Crawshaf to this experi- 
ments were these: There are near 900,000 more 
women than men in Great Britain, for whom, 
consequently, marriage is impossible. The laws 
of England shut women out from most 
of the work that pays well, Among 
these women, none are 80 Ilikely to 
suffer as those who have been delicate- 
ly uurtured. for whom there appears to be no 
provision at all, except in the overfilied occupa- 
tion of governesses. Mrs. Crawsliay told the 
Women's Employment Society that if it would 
discover five poor gentle women willing to under 
take domestic service at Cyfarthfa Castle she 
would see that so long as they remained they 
should be treated as ladies and should 
find it a bome. Five ladies were found, and be- 
came in the castle cook, lady's maid, kitchen- 
maid, dairy-maid, and upper housemaid. They 
were highly connected, the name horne by some 
of them being a distinguished obe in the courts. 
They were educated and musical. When they 
arrived at the castle they were placed in the 
same apartments which had been previously oc- 
cupied by the servants who had done the same 
kind of work. The other servamts beside the 
“* lady-helps are six ordinary servants indoors, 
two men servants, Miss Crawshay’s maid, two 
under housemaidsa, and a scallery maid, who 
comes daily to do rough work. Any one ac- 
quainted with the disposition of the lower 
classes in this country might have been par- 
doved for believing that Mrs. Crawshay had got 
together the materials for a first-class domes- 
tic explosion when she thus bad under one 
roof lady-helps and ordinary domestics. Nor 
ean I doubt the absence of such a result must 


-be ascribed in large part to the tact and courage 


of the lady of Cyfarthfa herself. When,” 
she writes, the idea was first named to the kind- 
hearted matron of the Women’s Employment 
Society, it seemed fairly to take her breath 
away. When I said, ‘I shall always, if at 
leisure, varnish my own shoes and assist 
in making my bed,’ she seemed to think there 
was some hope, for she repiied, ‘If you will do 
this, so as to show you do not yourself see any- 
thing ignoble in work, perhaps it may succeed; 
but tell me, will these ladies be treated as if of 
your family?’ i said, ‘To treat five lay strang- 
gersasif of the family would be quite impos- 
sibie, for if they all dined with us there would 
be no such thing as privacy left; bat they will 
be treated with every consideration, and have a 
room appropriated to their use, in which they 
will sit and take meals, and I shall be very glad 
of the company of one or twoatatime. I may 
add that it is my constant habit, when driving 
out, to send a message that I am going out at 
such an hour in open or close carriage, and have 
room for so many ladies. I always ‘ind that 
they are ready in a few minutes, and, of course, 
enjoy the little break in their regular work, to 
which, on return, they apply themselves with 
redoubled ardor.” .

Inauguration of the 
Edifice. 
Correspondence of the Philadelphia Presa, 
Pants. Jan: 6.—The inauguration of the 
Opera has taken place at lasi. The tickets for 
the first representation were issued by the Min- 
istry, who managed things ms port of half- 
and-half way tuat was neither pleasant nor 
polite. Two courses remained open to the au- 
thorities on the occasion. One was to let mat- 
ters take their usual course, to throw open the 
box-office as on ordinary occasions, and to sell 
the tickets as usual. The other, and the proper 
method, wonld bare been to have taken pos- 
session of the house for the night, and to have 
issued iavitations to the leading dignitaries in 
the social and diplomatic world. Inrtead 
of which, tickets were sent to the favored 
personages, with a polite intimation that 
they might have them if they chose to pay for 
them. Each of the Ambagsadors of the foreign 
powers received two. The rest were divided 
among the Parisian fashionables, to the almost 
total exclusion of the Américan colony. In fact, 
Dr. and Mrs. Thomas W. Baus were 
almost the only Americans of any note 
who were present, of course with the ex- 
ception of the American Ambassador. The Lord 
Mayor of London —" gave the mark!) was 
the great feature of the opcasion, owing to much 
gilt coach, officiel robes, maces, heralds, etc.— 
all the paraphernalia, ia fact, of his civic office.

application of them ‘would be unjust to you, and would 
be disapproved and regretted by us. 

(.) Tast the acts and deliverances of Northern 
Assemblies of which you complain, were made in pecul- 
lar times, and undef strenge and exciting circunstan- 
ces, when the passions of men were profoundly moved; 
that, as acts of Aseamblys whick we do no. represent, 
we cannot sit in judgment upon them, nor express any 
opinion as to their’ ctisracter ; that we do feel compe- 
tent to express the Gderice that they may be considered 
by you ip the same @pirit of charity and Christian for- 
giveness that we trust the people we represent will ex- 
er¢ize towards anything to waich they may object in 
the proceedings of your Aasembiy. 

It seems, however, that the Committee of the 
Southern Assembly are not satisfied with thin, 
and demand as a ¢ondition for the establishment 
of fraternal relations that the Northern Assem- 
biy shall apologize for the deciarations it made 
nigh ten years ago. To this demand the Com- 
mittee of the Northern Assembly refuse to ac- 
code, and so the matter stands. It is to be re- 
gretted that these negotiations, begun in 60 
much hope, have 60 far failed in their design. If 
the Christians of our common country, who, ao- 
cording to the injunction of their Divine 
Master, are “to love one another,” cannot 
agree to stand even in the formal relation 
of corresponding bodies, then, indeed, there 
is little hope of peace and union between 
the North aud South.

„Many have never seen the beauties of the 
The wonders it presents in 
summer are far beyond sdequate description. 
Those of winter, if they do not surpase the sum- 
mer, * new and varied aspects equaliy 
beyond adequate description. these 
may be mentioned the formations, cu- 


larly the ice bridge. The river above the Falls 


freezes over generally several times during the 
winter, but a sudden rise in the river, which 


frequently occurs from a southwest wind or 


other cause, breaks up the ice and carries it down 
the river from above and sometimes from Lake 
Erie in immense quantities. 

“ During the very cold weather of last week ice 
formed across the river nearly all the way from 
the Falis to Buffalo, and probably for some 
distance out of Buffalo Harbor. This was dur- 


ing north and east winds, which made the 
water very low. The first of this week strong 


winds from the southwest raised the river sev- 
eral feet below the Falls—the rise was fully 12 
feet—aod broke up all the ice, sending it down 
over the Falls in immense quantities. The river 
below was actually full of it, and, after running 
a while, it became choked just below the upper 
bridge, and holding nearly all that came after- 
wards if soon formed a bridge half a mile along 
the river, from 20 to 50 feet thick. 

“Tuesday morning a number of persons 
gathered in Prospect Park to see the ice forma- 
tions, which were magnificent and brilliant be- 
yond description. ‘Lhe spray had frozen on the 
twigs and branches of the trees, so that they 
formed almost a mass of powdered crystals, 
branches occasionally breaking with the 
weight, Mr. Charles Bierstadt was there on 
He could, 
of course, point out the finest views. A friend 
attached himself to bim for the purpose of 
getting in the best position to appreciate the 
wonderful scene. He soon led the way down 
the ferry-stair to the foot of the American fall. 
Here the ice-mounds were piled half way up the 
fall. These were easily climbed and passed. 
In front of the main fall the bridge had — 
across the river. The bridge was new, and there 
had been no design to cross. 

„Mr. Bierstadt led the way nearly to the centre 
of the tiver and up to within 100 feet of the face 
of the fail, and then concluded to attempt to 
cross. His companions here, of course, became 
impressed with an interest not wholly inspired 
by the wonderful magnificence of the spectacle. 
The bridge was formed of ice cakes not frozen 
together, but piled up into a vast mass, and 
when each side of the shore, appeared about 
equally distance. 

‘* Absorbed with the scene, he had hardly no- 
ticed their progress until they reached the middle 
of the river. There was nothing to do but fol- 
iow Bierstadt. The sun was shivoing brightly, 
and it was quite warm there in the 
gorge when quite cold on the cliff. The bridge 
was very rough, having been joined gradually 
by blocked ice. In some places there were 
breaks and fissures that they could look down 
into 15 feet. ‘The last half of the passage was 
hastened by the frequent sounds of the cracking 
and crushing of the ice —in fact, it was as rapid 
as the rough, broken surface would permit.

TUE EMPRESS AND THE ARTIST. 

Lacy Hooper, in ber Paris letter to the Phil- 
adelphia Press, tells the following romantic lit- 
tle story: It appears that during the latter 
years of the Empire the attention of the Em- 
press, who ever has been distinguished as an 
intelligent and muwiticent patroness of art, was

The New York Evening Post, a very care- 
ful and conscientious newspaper, gives cur- 
rency to the report that the Rornscuip- 
Szxieman Syndicate has concluded a new con- 
tract with the Treasury Department. The 
Syndicate, it is understood, agrees positively 
to take $25,000,000 more of the 5 per 
cent Joan, and holds a six-months’ op- 
tion on the entire remainder. IE this 
statement shall prove to be correct, the 
Treasury Department will have an easy way 
out of the perplexities created for it by the 
Currency act lately approved. The situation 
at present is about this: Since the new law 
went into operation, applications have been 
made for over $3,000,000 in National Bank 
circulation. Eighty per cent of this amount 
in greenbacks must be retired as soon as the 
demands for bank currency are satisfied. The 
Treasury has not funds available with 
which to buy greenbacks, The only 
way to get such funds is by the sale 
of bonds. But the Secretary is forbidden 
to sell the bonds at less than par in gold. It 
has been the common opinion up to this time 
that he would be unable to negotiate any fur- 
ther sales to the Syndicate on these terms; 
and hence the report of his success comes as 
an agreeable surprise, only lacking confirma- 
tion in order to be a notable triumph for See-

1. The city has a bonded debt equal to the 
amount authorized by law and the Constitu- 
tion, and therefore there can be no money 
obtained by sale of bonds. 2. The city is 
largely in debt for temporary loans, bearing 
heavy rate of interest. 3. Ita scrip, to con- 
tractors and others, is on the market to an 
amount known to the Comptroller, but 
much larger than the public have any idea. 
4, The ‘City Treasury has comparatively no 
money. 5. Instead of cash revenue, derived 
from taxes, the city holds, according to Mr. 
Hares’ confession, certificates of purchases 
at tax sales amounting to a million of dollars, 
and, under these certificates, the city to se- 
cure its lien must pay all State and county 
and other taxes levied on the same property 
for two years, 6. Under City Tax Bill 300 
of the last Legislature, no court can give 
judgment against delinquent property, and 
hence payment of taxes on real estate is now 
purely a voluntary matter, and owners last 
year largely availed themselves of this legal 
defect, and will in 1875 do so to a still greater 
extent. 

On this vital point, Mr. Francis Apams, 
the Assistant Corporation Counsel, whose 
special duty it is to combat the tax-fighters 
and enforce the payment of real estate taxes, 
said in the meeting of city officials that the 
judgment of Judge WaIIAc was reversed by 
the Supreme Court: No provision whatever’ 
was made in the law for sale of the delinquent 
property when judgment was granted. The 
whole revenue law was defective in that re- 
spect. There was not @ word in Bill 300 
relative to sale. Neither was there any pro- 
vision relative to due notice of such sale 
being given. Collector Vou Hou ex- 
pressed himself as coinciding with the views 
of Mr. Anams. Sodid Ald. Hearn, who is 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

This is not, therefore, a cheerful prospect. 
The Court in 1874 was eompelled to re- 
fuse a judgment for the contested de- 
linguent taxes of 1878, levied under 
the Bill 300. The faults and defects of 
the law are confeased. The city, however, 
had the option to abandon that law, and as- 
sess the taxes for 1874 under the general law 
of the State, which is all-sufficient, and un- 
der which the property may be sold promptly 
for delinquent taxes. With a thorough 
knowledge that under Bill 300 no judgment 


‘for taxes could ever be obtained, and that 


sales of property under that bill compelled 
the city to pay all other taxes for State and 
county purposes on the same property for 
two years, and that the city stood in pressing 
need of all its current revenue, the city an- 
thorities have blindly and obstinately refused 

avail themselves of the privileges of col- 
lecting revenue under the general law, and 
have gone on for the present year repeating 
the abortive process of last year under Bill 
300. 
Assuming that the city authorities are in- 
telligent men, and fully aware of the effect 
of their i there is no other ex- 
planation of this action save on the hypothesis 
that sooner than abolish the offices of City 
Tax Commissioner and City Collector, and 
the $80,000 salaries paid to these officers and 
subordinates, the city authorities have sub- 
jected the city to the cost, delay, embarrass- 
ment; and disgrace of a deeper and more 
shameful financial complication. If this 
course be persisted in, the city may this year 
lose the taxes of every man who objects to 
pay them; it will have to pay a million of 
dollars taxes an the delinquent list of last 
year, and have possibly two millions of delin. 
quent tax certificates to purchase this year. 
And all this to snve the places of a few office- 
holders! No thought of sacrificing them for 
the public good seems to have ever entered 
the ecenomital policy of the City Govern- 
ment. 

The meeting of the public authorities on 
Thursday to talk over this matter was very 
unsatisfactory. Mr. Harms, the Comptroller, 
produced his inevitable bill that was declined 
last year by the Legislature, which proposes 
to patch the existing law, and deals wholly in 
specific remedies. It fails to meet the gen- 
eral and radical defects of our financial sys- 
tem. The Corporation Counsel, Judge 
Dickey, suggested that nothing be done until 
it is known whether the Supreme Court will 
sustain or reverse the judgment of Judge 
Wataace. But Mr. Frawx Apams, who has 
been the counsel of the city in tax cases for 
years, and whose abjlity and experience are 
valuable, very clearly pointed out that, even 
if the Supreme Court reversed Judge War- 
Lacs decision on the preliminary question 
of judgment, there was no suthority under 
Bill 300 to proceed to either for the taxes 
of last year or for this Gr any other year! 
Tax sales under that law are of no value. 
Mr. Apams’ statement furnishes ample com- 
mentary on the obstinacy with which the

How else can there be 
any intelligent applidation for remedial legis- 
lation? How else chu the public know that, 
for the mere sake of distributing $80,000 an- 
nually among a cops of useless city tax- 
eaters, the city authdrities presist in attempt- 
ing to collect taxes under a law which the 
courts have decided, and every tax-fighting 
lawyer knows is so, defective, that any person 
can omit pay ing hid taxes and suffer no loss 
therefrom ? A City Comptroller with a mill- 
ion of dollars of tax-sale certificates in his 
hand, from which nothing can be collected 
save by the voluntary payment of the owners 
of the property, should not object to an 
earnest and presistent demand that the City 
Government abandoh the ruinous policy of 
adhering to that deféctive law, and resort to 
the other legal process which is at its com- 
mand. 

When two legal methods of collecting the 
city revenue are opeh to the city, and when 
one of these has reduced the city to an empty 
treasury and left it without revenue, and is 
so notoriously defective that no re venue can 
hereafter be collecteil by judicial powers, and 
when the other method offers a certainty of a 
full collection withont delay or hindrance, an 
ordinary person will fail to understand the 
obstinacy which is plunging the city into 
further difficulties by adhering to the defec- 
tive and inoperstive law. Bill No. 300 
should have been abandoned last August, even 
if by so doing it emptied the offices of Tax 
Commissioner and (ity Collector, and there 
can be no extricatian of the city from its em- 
barrassments until that lew is repealed, and 
the City Government is compelled to resort 
to the general law of the State for the callec- 
tion of its revenues, 
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THE LOUISIANA TESTIMONY. 

The statement of Maj. Lewis Mm, 
and the counter-stafement of Col. Henry A. 
Morrow, before the Congressional Investi- 
gation Committee at New Orleans, together 
with the statements of other witnesses, al- 
though they clash in many particulars, taken 
together confirm the previous several state- 
ments as to the miserable and deplorable con- 
dition of the people of that State and their 
affaira. Both these witnesses are army offi- 
cers, both are Republicans, both are personal 
friends of the President and sympathizers 
with the Administration, although they differ 
materially in their views of the situation. 
Maj, Mzzrrx is convinced that, without the 
presence of the troops, the State would be 
in a condition of anarchy. The colored peo- 
ple are terrified, and are constantly fearing 
violence. White Republicans are ostracised 
socially. In the Red River country, no free 
expression of political views is allowed 
under the intimidating control of the 
Conservatives. .There is not only a 
feeling of hostility to the present State Gov- 
ernment, but also to the National Govern- 
ment, It is not safe for strangers to travel 
through certain districts of the State and an- 
nounce themselves as Republicans. Even 
honest Republicans in office would not be re- 
spected. Murders and massacres have been 
frequent. Colored men have been deterred 
from voting because of fear engendered by 
massacre, White men commit crimes and are 
not punished for their offenses as strictly as 
negroes. The blacks have frequently been 
discharged for refusing to vote as they were 
ordered by their eniployers. Maj. Mann., 
who certainly cannot be regarded as an op- 
ponent of the Kxiz0ce Government, closes 
his testimony with the following significant 
assertion: Taxation has been unreasonably 
high, and the white people regard the State 
Government as oppressive.” Capt. Gace con- 
firmed this part of Maj. Mzrzrx’s testimony 
by the statement that the people in many 
cages have hed to abandon their lands be- 
cause they were unable to pay their taxes. 
Such is the pictwe which Maj. Mann 
draws of the econijlition of Louisiana. Col. 
Mornow’s testimony gives another view of 
the situation. He had never heard any ex- 
pression of hostility to the General Govern- 
ment, but he knew that the people had adeep- 
seated idea that they had been defrauded at 
the election of 1872 of their rights, and that 
they had been imposed upon by some of the 
processes of law. As to the popular ideas 
with regard to a State Government, Col. 
Mono testified as follows: 

I was told many times by Conservatives and thorough 
Republicans that the universal assertion of the people 
was that they infinitely preferred a military govern- 
ment to the present State Government, for they 
thought that things would be fairly administered by 
army Officers, If they got control of the Government 
they thought they would not be plundered, J have no 
hesitation in saying that were I a capitalist, anxious to 
invest my money, Louisiana would be the last State in 
the Union where I would invest it, Any one acquaint- 
ed with Soutbern chaimeter knows that they are more 
intolerant of differenve of opinion than those persons 
who come from a more northern latitude, I wouldn't 
hesitate to take my reiidence in any portion of Louisi- 
ana, or express my Republican ideas, Where a white 
man is thought to consort with negroes, there is always 


a feeling against him. There is no diaguising the fact 
the former condition of the negro affects the minds of 


in Louisiana, in a perfectly fair ana impartial manner,

RESUMPTION IN ENGLAND. 

The history of the Bank of England's re- 
sumption of specie payments, after a quarter 
of a century's suspension, suggests both 
hope and fear for the success of our present 
efforts towards the same end. 

On Feb, 26, 1797, a minute of Council au- 
thorized the suspension. May 3, Parliament 
passed the famous “ Bank-Restriction act,” 
which legalized the action of the Council and 
practically prohibited specie payments, The 
24th of Juhe was fixed as the date of resump- 
tion. Two days before this time was reached, 
resumption was postponed. This fact of 
evil omen was repeated eight times. It is at 
least questionable whether the American 
Congress can resist the pressure sure to be 
brought upon it to foree it to follow in the 
footsteps af the English Parliament. Will 
not the clamor of speculators, the 
cries of demagogues, and the zeal 
of mistaken believers in wild-cat cur- 
rency induce the House and Senate to 
postpone and re-postpone and again postpone 
the day when we shall get rid of our irre- 
deemable currency and shall hear gold and 
silver jingle in our pockets? So much for the 
fear. The hope of our success comes from 
the fact that Prex’s Currency act, which at 
last enabled the Bank of England to resume, 
provided substantially the same machinery 
tor that purpose which President Granr rec- 
ommended Congress in hig recent message 
to adopt, and which the Hon. Jom A. Kuas- 
son, of Iowa, has since embodied in a bill. 
Pre.’s Currency act provided for the re- 
demption of the Bank of England notes from 
Feb. 1, 1820, to May 1, 1823, ata gradually 
lessening discount. Gold is worth £3 
178. 101-24. an ounce. The act re- 
quired the Bank to pay gold on de- 
mand, in quantities not less than 
sixty ounces, upon the presentation of its 
notes, at the rate of £4 1s. per ounce be- 
tween Feb. 1 and Oct. 1, 1820; at the rate of 
£3198. Gd. from Oct. 1, 1820, to May 1, 
1821; and from that time for two years at 
the rate of 4317s. 101-24. On and after 
May 1, 1823, notes were to be paid on de- 
mand, no matter how small the amount pre- 
sented. This plan worked so well that the 
Bank resumed spécie payments some time 
before it was required by law to do so. 

Mr. Kasson’s bili directs the Secretary of 
the Treasury to redeem greenbacks in gold at 
the rate of 90 cents, gold, per paper dollar 
for four months from Nov. 1, 1875. Every 
four months thereafter the discount is to be 
lessened by one cent. The greenbacks would

Redemption is to be at the rate of 98 per 
cent for the six months after July 1, 1878, and 
specie payments are to be resumed, as the 
present Finance act provides, on Jan. 1, 1879. 
The bill embodies. the President's recom- 
mendations. The history of resumption in 
England seems to show that this method of 
redeeming with a graduated discount is the 


Senator Roscoz Conxuina has made his speech 
in the Senate on the Louisiana case. It was an 
able effort; it was eloquent in every sense of 
the word. It was brilliant in its rhetoric, 
close and logical in all particulars. It equaled 
or surpassed that of Senator Sonn, and was 
far superior to that of Tuunmanx. It was an 
intellectual treat, honorable to the Senate and 
to the orator.

We agree that he 
exploded all that had been said on the other 
side and pulverized Taurnman’s argument, and 
that his vindication of the President, Sunn 
rman, and the Administration was thorough 
and complete. 

But, after this three weeks’ debate by the 
ablest men in the Senate, what has been 
done, what has been proposed, and what is 
likely to be done? Sonvurz, Baranp, Gon- 
pox, THurmay, West, Tron, Suerman, Mon- 
ton, Loaan, and Coxxrano have spoken; they 
have to the best of their ability defended 
their respective friends; each side has sought 
to place the blame of the responsibility for 
the horrible condition of Louisiana on the 
other. Each has hurled red-hot denunciation 


at the opposing party, and each has sought to 


establish the rectitude of his own associates. | 
But not one of these eminent statesmen has 
proposed a remedy for the evil. The Louisi- 
ana case is as far from a satisfactory settle- 
ment as ever it was, 

No man can read the testimony and reports of 
officers coming from that State without being 
moved with sympathy for the wretched people. 
Louisiana is, phieally, one of the most 
important States in the Union. It contains 
nearly a million of people. New Orleans is the 
natural seaport of the great valley of the 
West. The products of the State are of im- 
mense value to the nation. Upon this State 
and this people have fallen the blight of de- 
vastating discord and civil war. An intelli- 
gent army-officer, describing the once teeming 
and peaceful agricultural districts, likened them 
to a region over whichan army had passed, 
sweeping it clear of everything. Fences 
gone, dwellings and outhouses abandoned 
and in ruin; plantations uncultivated, the 
hand of industry paralyzed, production ar- 
rested, and the people, armed to the teeth, 
glaring with implacable hostility at each 
other. All confidence in one another, all re- 


spect and eeverence for law and humanity, de- 


stroyed, and the population only deterred | 
from a war of extermination by the presence 


of National troops. Government only exists 
by the support of the sword, murder and rob.

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ing to a practical deliverance of these people 
from the horrible thraldom in which they are 
held. | 

But thirty days of the present session of 
Congress remain. The last hope of these 
suffering people hangs upon the action of the 
present Congress. Let Congress adjourn 
withont any action looking to the me of 
Louisiana, and the restoration there 
government, with laws and a respectfal obe- 
dience to them, and who can tell what will 
be the result during the coming summer 
Peace reigns in all the other States. The war 
of races has been closed everywhere else. In 
Louisiana there is no peace, no law, no gov- 
ernment, no secnrity for life or property, 
and no responsibility for crim’. War is sus- 
pended merely, in Louisiana, waiting for Con- 
gressional action. If Congress adjourns, the 
wrathful volcano will break forth again, and 
extermination by fire and sword will rage 
with unabated fury. 

Is there not wisdom and patriotism enough 
on all sides in Congress to devise a settlement 
of this unhappy business? Oannot there be 
peace given to Louisiana? What are the 
hopes and interests of afew partisan office- 
holders and claimants compared to the wel- 
fare of the whole people ? Is there no spirit 
of conciliation and harmony ; no sacrifice of 
partisan feeling ; can there be nothing done 
to blot out this monstrous iniquity that has 
settled down on Louisiana, and give back to 
the people peace and security, and a Govern- 
ment which will enjoy the confidence and 
support of the people of that State ? 


SHALL THE DEAD REST? 
Great cities need great graveyards, but are 
loth to give up the necessary ground. They 
grow up to the ontlying cemeterigs, grow 


around them, and finally engulph them. The 


plea of health insures the condemnation 
of the area. The decree is issued. A few 
grandchildren remove what is left of their 
ancestors. The other dead people are forgot- 
ten. Nobody claims their ashes, and’ hired 
hands scatter them to the winds. It is not a 
pleasant process, but it is inevitable. Phila- 
delphia has opened streets and built houses 
on half-a-dozen ‘‘ God's acres,” and the few 
burying-grounds still left in the heart of the 
city are doomed. FAN grave may 
save one of them, but even this is doubtful. 
Brick and mortar cover many tomb-stones in 
New York. The living hurrg over the 
dead. One slice has already been cnt 
from even Trinity churchyard. Ere long the 
old church will be elbowed by the palaces of 
business. New Haven, Conn., has made one 
of the most beautiful of American parks out 
of an old graveyard. Chicago is following 
her example. What is true of the New is 
truer still of the Old World. Everywhere, the 
living encroach on the homes of the dead. 

Now the cry comes from England that it is 
a waste of good ground to use it for burial 
purposes in city or country. Some interest- 
ing statistics are given. An acre can contain 
1,200 graves. Half-a-million people now die 
in England and Wales annually, and the habit 
proves so contagious that mote people do it 
every year. The annual consumption of 
ground in graveyards is, then, about 500 
acres, ‘* Every year, that is, those who die 
in England require, monopolize, and taboo as 
much land as would suffice for the sustenance 
of fifty families. The entire acreage of 
England and Wales is 370,000,000. It 
is plain, then, that in 740,000 years the whole 
country will be one gigantic, universal grave- 
yard! It is a comfort that the evil is so far 
off. Still, in an over-populated country like 
England, the yearly decrease in arable land is 
an undeniable ill. ; i 

Two or three remedies have been suggested 
for it. One is, of course, cremation. A 
burned body needs no grave. Another is the 
adoption of the system of the Capuchins of 
Rome, who bury their dead brethren in the 
little cemetery under their church, let them 
rest for afew years, and then replace them 
with others. 

All such schemes shock the Anglo-Saron 
mind. It is expensive to live and frijzhtfully 
expensive to die. There is no rest for the 
living ; there must be rest for the dead. For. 
tunately, in this country we can keep on be- 
ing born and being buried for many eenturies 
to come before the soil will be over-peopled, 
above or below its surface. 


In noticing the death of His Majesty Tsat- 
Snus, the late Emperor of China, we stated 
that he had ruled over the largest: number of 
subjects of any monarch of the present day, as 
the population of China numbered 300, 000, 000 of 
people, being superior even to thi great British 
Empire, whose subjects numbered 220,000,009. 
Whilst our statement is correct that the Chinese 
Empire is the most populous in the world, we 
flad we have considerably understated the popu- 
lations both of the Chinese and British Em- 
pires. It is exceedingly difficull to form correct 
estimates of the population of Jusiatic countries, 
and in computing the popuilatioa of the British 
Empire we adopted the figure; which up to the 
late census of British Iudia was generally as- 
sumed to be the populetion of that country. 
These figures were up to 19651 ariously estimated 
at from 150,000,000 to 160,0 000 of souls, 
From that period several provincial enumera- 
tions established the fact that the actual figures 
were considerably in excess; of previous esti- 
mates in the case of every province; and the 
general census of 1871 has javen the population

Te the Kditor ef The Chicage Trioune: 

Catcaao, Jan.28.—I perused, with much inter- 
est and great satisfaction. a letter from you, 
when you had been in Europe, in which refer- 
ence was made to the snamolous condition of 
the Irish tenant farmers: prostrate as thev were 
aud are by the operation of uajust and oppres- 
sive laws, enacted in the London and absentee 
Parliament, and in favor of the Irieh aristocracy. 
Although you touched but slightly on the vital 
question, Irish tenant laws, a question to solve 
which the Tenant League, of which I wasa 
member, devoted many years’ serious considera- 
tion,—yet, so marked and pointed was your allu- 
sion that I cut out your letter from the columns 
of Tun Trmune, and witha few comments, for- 
warded it to the Jrish World mm which it was re- 
published. 

Had no: the laws respecting Irish landlords 
and tenants been eo galling, iniquitous, and op- 
prersive, and go palpable even to the tourist as 
to attract his attention, it is tbe firm cenviction 
of the best-informed minds in Lreland that mod- 
ern Fenianism would not have arisen.

SOUTH SIOE GAS- WORKS. 
A WEAK ATTEMPT AT A STRIKE. 

The hands at the new gas-werks of the Chi- 
cago Gas Company, situated on Cologne street, 
pear Deering, in Bridgeport, made a demand 
Thureday afternoon for an increase of wages, 
and notified the Superintendent, P. T. Burtis. 
That gentleman sent for E. T. Watkins, the 
President, and a consuliation was had at the 
works. The workmen numbered 100, and they 
appointed a committee to confer with the officers 
above named. The retort men are getting $2 
per day; coal-breakers, $1.80; and yard-men. 
$1.50. An increase of 50 cents per day was asked 
for all round. Assistant-Superiniendent Hark- 
aby inquired of the workmen’s committee if 
their demand was to be followed by a strike in 
the event of the Company refaring to comply 
with it, and received no definite answer. Mr. 
Burtis talked with the men, and referred to the 
fact that they had agreed to accept the wages 
offered by the Companyand give no trouble 
when they went to work last November. The 
Committee answered that the men desired an | 
advance because they believed their labor | 
worth it. 

Six o'clock arrived, the time when the night 
force take the benches, and, the demand not 
having been acceded to, twenty-six of the men 
quit work, and thus left the Company in a mo- 
mentary quandary. It was necessary, in order 
to save a great loss of property and money, to 
have the retorte kept in operation, and the gu- 
perintendent tent to the works on the North 
Side and obtained men who had been in their 
employ before. The South Side works were 
thus kept in full operation. 

The strikers made vo threats, and did not in- 
terfere with the men at work. A policeman was 
kept on duty at the works during the night to 
preserve order. The only demonstration of 
violence was made by an excitable man, who 
threw a brick into the yard, but did no injury. 
Several of the men whdé quit work returned 
again yesterday morning, and asked to be rein- 
stat ed, but they were refused. 

The Company claim thlat they pay the highest 
wages and gave the men employment last Novem- 
ber, ata time when many laborera were out of 
work, with the distinct understanding that none 
of them were to quit without giving fifteen daya’ 
notice. The men complain of the inadequacy of 
tbe wages to support their families, and assert 
that the demand was made on the score of sim- 
ple justice.

The spirit then 
and thus evoked will never die out until Ireland 
is liberaced from under English mixrule, inas- 
much as landlord tyranny is sure to continue as 
lon 
lords, has a foothold on Irish soil. To expe! 
Engiand, millions at home and abroad have 
registered their vow before high heaven, and 
await but the 5 „ ＋ portunity. 

With this preface I now come to the point 
which induced me to trespass on your attention, 
and with the view of enlisting your sympathy 
and powerful aid against the so-called ‘‘ Amend- 
ment” to the Laodlord-and-Tenant statute of 
this State. The proposed amendment, if carried 
into law, would make the laws between landlords 
and tenaots in Illinois worse aud more suingent 
than those in lLreland, and would establish a 
bad precedent for the Irish aristocracy. There 
is already a statute sufficiently coercive on the 
tenant im this State. A demand for rent 
is made, for which, if not paid within 
five days, a summons can issue and a * writ of 
restitution is there and then obtained. You 
are, of course, aware that in the city the rent is 
asked for and paid in advance, and I confine my 
observatious to the city, where the rent is gen- 
eraily payable by the month. From this fact 
alone it is clear that landlords have already 
suflicient protection, as, if not paid in advance, 
they can, without delay, evict tbeir tenants, 
Not satisfied with the present law, they have 
thought fit to introduce into the Legislature an 
amendment! to empower them to havea chattel 
mortgage aud a first lien on the furniture of the 
tenants, which would enable them to leave a 
family without a bed, or a stove, or any other 
necessary article, That would be American law 
with a vengeancs, worse than the worst of the 
bad laws of Iveland,—where the tenants, if 
evicted, are pot deprived of their furniture, and 
where they got six months’ notice ia quit.“ 
and, if abie, can hold oa by appeal for at least 


ix months longer, aud more, as the case may be. 


The only difference (if the proposed amend- 
ment be adopted) between the Irish law and 
that of Illinois would be that the Irish tenants 
are turned out of lands which belonged to their 
own immediate ancestors, whereas in this city 
tenants are put out of houses to which they 
have no other claim then the payment of rent. 
I trust that the atrocious proposed amendment 
will find no countenance from you.

CRIME MUST BE PUT bod. 
To the Editor of The CH % Tribune: 

Cmrcaco, Jan. 28.—It must be obvious to ev- 
ery ove who keeps his eyes and ears open that 
there exists a fearful state of things in our city. 

The records of the Criminal Court in the mat- 
ter of the trial of gatbiers are enough to cause 
every good citizen to blusli with shame and in- 
dignation. Plainly interpreted, they amount to 
an advertisement to all the thieves and gam- 
blers in the land to come to Chicago, for here 
they can on their infamous business with 
impunity. Whois t blame? Not the State's 
Attorne?, for it is evident that he has fearlessly 
and honestly attempted to do his duty. Not 
Judge Williams, for his action shows that he 
would gladly rid the community of these 
social ulcers which are «a stench in 
the nostriis of ali decent men. Not 
the press, for the columns of ail 
our papers have teemed with exposures, and 
boldly pointed out anid denounced these moral 
pests,—and yet all sem powerless. It seems a 
strange state of faites that there is mo remedy 
for evils that are patent to every one who walks 
the streets, and one jan hardly avoid the con- 
clusion that practically our police and other 
public officials are engaged in protecting thieves 
in their depredationg upon the community in- 
scead of protecting the community against 
thieves. It is sheer honsense to say they do not 
know, Every one who walls the streets knows 
these men, for they advertise their business as 
palpably aoa as persistently as a book agent or a 
cauvasser for life ingurance. One cannot walk 
through Madison or Cupal streets without see- 
ing scores of motk auctions in full blast 
right under the noses of the police, 
who stand by, and see the unwary 
drawn into the net without one word of 
warning. The same is true of the gambling- 
houses. The sidewalss in their vicinity swarm 
with their runners and ropers, and yet we are 
told that it is impossible to convict them. 

The right of self-protection is iuherest in in- 
dividuals and communities, apd when the of- 
ticialg to whom they have delegated this right 
fail to protect them, they are justified in taking 
the matter iuto their can hands. I am no ad- 
vocate of lvach-law or Vigilance Committees, 
but if we ca not bave reformation witnout re vo- 
lution, then revolution becomes a pecessity not 
only, but a eacred üuty. All good, law-abiding 
citizens desire to aee our city rid of these de- 
moralizing institutions ia an orderly and legal 
manner, and would deprecate such summary 
pioceedines as were resorted to in the early his- 
tory of San Francisbo. and mavy years ago at 
Vicksburg. 

There is a remédy which, if applied, might 
have some effect. and that is to proceed against 
the owners of buildings who rent their premises 
for gambling purpowees. There can certainly ve 
no difficulty in fastening the responsibility where 
it belongs. Good, reputable, Christian (7) men 
rent rooms to wellsknvan gamblers, aud — 
be aware of the patpose for which they are us 
by the tenants, and itis the sheerest nonsense 
to feigu igvoranch.' Before the fire a prominent 

entleman of this city, who is authorized to use 
ionorable as a prelix to his name, was the owner 
of a block ia the Liasiness centre of the city. 
lhe basement was occupied as 6 lager beer-hall, 
the first floor asa liquor-store and drimking- 
waloon, the second floor was used as 
a faro bank, and had rooms for other 
games of chance, dnd the two upper floors were 
tevanied by prostitutes, who plied their vocation 
with as much biidaess as if they bad been 
boardeis at a brotiel. This iandloid was one of 
the most promineht members and officers of a 
leading orthodox church, and made himself con- 
spicuous as a champion in maintaining the purty 
of the Church against any innovations upon its 
ancient rens or forms of worship. So long aa 
such men will rent their buildings for such base 
uses, is it any wonder that our city is cursed and 
disgraced by the rampant rule of gambiers and 
thieves ?
